W a s h in g t o n , 
February 
23.—The 
Senate to-day passed bills extending 
th e laws of the United States over the 
public land strip ; to am end the alien 
land act so as to perm it foreign gov­ 
ernm ents to acquire property in the 
District of C olum bia; to provide pro­ 
tection for subm arine cables and to 
enable tlie State of California to take 
lands in lieu of the sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections, found to be m in­ 
eral lands. 
The bill to ratify and confirm the 
agreem ent with the Qrosventres and 
other Crow Indians in M ontana was 
reported. 
The Senate bill providing for an in­ 
ternational m arine conference for se­ 
curing greater safety for life aud pro­ 
perty at sea passed, as did also a bill 
to am end the act of March 3d, 1885, 
for the allotm eut of lands in severalty 
to Indians on the U m atilla reservation 
in Oregon. 
The bill to provide for the com pul­ 
sory education of Indian children, not 
including the five civilized tribes nor 
Osages, was taken from the calendar 
and debated. 
It went over w ithout 
action and the Senate took up the bill 
to incorporate the W ashington cable 
electric railway. 
An am endm ent 
was adopted requiring the company 
to p av a tax of four per cent, for the 
first four years, six per cent, for the 
next four years, anil after that eight 
per cent. The bill passed and the 
Senate then adjourned. 


T H E H O I SE. 


Sprin ger'» “ (hnnlb uv” Hill F a ­ 
v o r a b l y Reported. 
.W a s h in g t o n , February 23.— In the 
House to-day S. S. Cox was elected 
Speaker pro tern during the absence 
of Speaker Carlisle. 
Representative M cKenna, of Cali­ 
fornia, presented tho resolutions of 
the wool growers of California against 
the reduction of the duty on imported 
wool, which they assert would prac­ 
tically abolish wool growing in Cali­ 
fornia, as competition could not be 
carried on against cheap labor and 
the cheaper ranges in other countries. 
The bill was reported favorably to 
the Senate authorizing the President 
to appoiut General Alfred Pleasanton 
Maior of Cavalry on the retired list, 
and General W m. W. Averill as Col­ 
onel on the retired list. 
PUBLIC PRINTING INVESTIGATION. 
Public Printer Benedict appeared 
before the House Printing Committee. 
H is labor roll, he said, had been 
reduced $150,000 or $200,000 during 
1887. 
Other large savings had been 
made and the men were now getting 
more pay and the Government better 
service. 
In the course of

rem arks 
Benedict said th at when lie first 
assum ed office the foreman asked him 
to have shipped for sale twelve bar­ 
rels of dross. 
W itness had them 
opened and found th at beneath the 
layer of dross in each barrel were

THB “ OMNIBUS” BILL. 
By a strict party voto the House 
Comm ittee ou Territories agreed to 
report favorably Cbairmau Spring­ 
e r ’s “ O mnibus” bill for the adm is­ 
sion of the Territories of Dakota, 
M ontana, W ashington and New Mex­ 
ico. 
The Republicans will present 
a minority 
report in opposition. 
The bill authorizes the election of 75 
delegates appointed by the Governor, 
Chief Justice and United States At­ 
torney for each Territory to a conven­ 
tion to be held at the seat of govern­ 
m ent of each Territory, on the second 
Tuesday in September next. In the 
case of Dakota 150 delegates are al­ 
lowed. The convention shall adopt 
th e Constitution of the United States 
and form constitutions and State gov­ 
ernm ents expressly disclaiming in 
favor of th e United States all title to 
unappropriated public and 
Indian 
lands in the Territories; it is also re­ 
quired to assume the teiritorial debts 
and provide a public school system. 
The vote on the constitutions is to be 
m ade on the Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November next. 
Until 
th e next 
censas, 
Dakota 
is 
to 
b e allowed two representatives in 
CoDgress, 
the others one. 
Sec­ 
tions sixteen and thirty-six in each 
township or some 
equivalent are 
granted each new State for school 
ptupoees 
while fifty 
sections are 
g 
ranted for the erection of public 
uilding8. 
Ninety sections are ap­ 
portioned for agricultural cottages and 
five percent, o f the proceeds of sales of 
lands is to be paid into a fund for the 
support of common schools. 
Other 
large grants of public lands are also 
proposed to be made for the ben­ 
efit 
of 
schools, 
mines, 
charity 
and education. 
An appropriation 
of 
$20,000 is provided for 
Mon­ 
tana, Washington and New Mexico 
and $35,000 for Dakota to defray the 
expenses of the conventions. 
After 
the acceptance of the constitutions 
the legislatures of each State can elect 
two Senators from each State, and 
when each State is adm itted into the 
Union by a special act of Congress, 
the Senators and Representatives are 
to be adm itted to seats in Congrees, 
and the State governments will be­ 
come operative. The New Mexican 
convention is also to consider the ques­ 
tion of a change in the nam e of New 
Mexico to M ontezuma, and the W ash­ 
ington convention is to subm it to the 
people a proposition to nam e th e new 
State Tacoma. 


THB VBNXZUILA TROUBLE. 
Moldeo offered a maointtan, which 


was referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, reque-ting the Presi­ 
dent to send to the House, if not in­ 
compatible with the public interest, 
all the correspondence between this 
Government and the Government of 
G reat Britain and Venezuela relating 
to the question of the disputed boun­ 
daries between the British colonies 
and Venezuela. 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
Tho floor was then accorded to the 
Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds. 
Among the bills reported 
was one increasing the appropriation 
for a public building at San Francisco 
to $650,000. Tho House then went 
into a Committee of the Whole aud 
Eeveral bills were agreed to, all being 
vigorously opposed by Bland, who 
spoke of thorn as a shameful waste of 
money. 
The Committee rose, the 
House passed the bills and adjourned. 


INTER STA TE COMMERCE. 


Im p o r ta n t O pinion 
R eg a rd in g 
OH T ra n n p o rta tio n . 
W a sh in g t o n , 
February 
2 3 .—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission to­ 
day promulgated an elaborate opinion 
in the case of George H . Rice, of 
Marietta, O., against several rail­ 
roads, charging them , among other 
things, with discrimination in favor 
of the Standard Oil Company. The 
case of each defendant was considered 
separately, and in the case of the 
Louisville and Nashville road an order 
was entered that the defendants cease 
unjust discrim ination; that they cea^e 
to make tank rates when the tanks dif­ 
fer in capacity, and th at they confirm 
the charges on tank cars aud barrel 
shipm ents to the rule; that a tank 
is to be considered a* part of the car 
itself, and for whatever is carried in 
it, the charge ought to lie the same 
by tiie hundred pounds as is made on 
transportation of 
barrels 
in car­ 
load lots in other cars. 
In the case of the Iron Mountain 
road the finding is that the defendant 
made excessive rates on barrel ship­ 
ments and an order was entered 
that its charges he made to conform 
to the rule. 
In the case of the Illinois Central 
and two other roads no orders were 
entered.

W a sh in g t o n , February 2 3 .— The 
National Democratic Committee met 
this m orning at 10 o’clock in secret 
session. Before the opening of the 
session there ¡was a ruinor circulated 
in the hall that an effort would be 
made to reconsider the vote by which 
the 3d of July was agreed to as the 
date for the convention. 
The motion to reconsider the vote 
fixing the date at the 3d of July was 
defeated by a vote of 23 to 24. 
The first ballot stood, Chicago 15, 
S an Francisco 17, St. Louis 12, Cin­ 
cinnati 2, New York 1. 
The seconded ballot resulted, Chi­ 
cago 16, San Francisco 17, St. Louis 
13, New York 1. A recess was then 
taken for fifteen m inutes, after which 
Senator Gorman made an appeal to 
those who, like himself, had voted 
for San Francisco. 
He had been of 
the opinion as others had been, th a t 
by going to California, which was a 
part of the territory acquired by the 
Democratic Government, and which 
owed its birth to the Democratic par 
ty, th a t the political sentim ent in fa­ 
vor of Democracy would be considera­ 
bly strengthened. The Democrats had 
carried California at the State elec­ 
tion and the Republican majority in 
Oregon had been reduced, and he be­ 
lieved that by holding the conven­ 
tion a t San Francisco tiie Democracy 
would surely gain the electoral votes 
of the Pacific States. 
IIo found, how­ 
ever, that many Democrats were of 
the opinion that if the convention were 
held there, some of the ablest and 
most im portant members of the party 
would be unable to attend. 
For this 
and other reasons he appealed to the 
delegates from the Pacific States to 
yield their preference and join with 
him in votiDg to hold the convention 
at 
A MORE ACCESSIBLE POINT. 
It had been intim ated, he said, by 
their open enemies or by their indis­ 
creet friends th a t the vote yesterday 
was an evidence of the existence of 
an anti-Administration feeling in the 
committee. 
That was not true so far 
as ho was concerned, and he did not 
believe it to be true of any one else. 
“ I am an Administrátion m an,” he 
said, “ and if I am not, I should like 
to know who is.” 
Senator Gorman 
allowed it to be known, however, that 
he still considered it the wisest and 
safest to hold the convention in July. 
SCOTT PLEADS 1'OR ST. LOUIS. 
Scott followed and urged that the 
convention should go to St. Louis, 
which, he said was the commercial 
canital of Southern Illinois. 
The changes to St. Louis became 
very general, and it became evident 
that St. Louis would be the choice 
of the Committee. 
During the call, Tarpev in a brief 
speech withdrew San Francisco from 
the contest. The voting then pro­ 
ceeded alm ost solidly for St. Louis, 
when a motion wan made aud carried 
declaring St. Louis to be the unani­ 
mous choice of the Committee. Be­ 
fore the break was m ade, the vote 
stood as follows: 
St. Louis, 22; Sun 
Francisco, 6; Chicago, 16; New York, 
2; Cincinnati, 1. 
DISPUTE ABOUT THE DATE. 
Scott made a motion to reconsider 
the vote of July 3d fixed as the time 
of holding the convention. 
Tarpey took the floor in opposition 
to the motion. H e said tiiat June 
was the time when 
people 
were 
busiest with their harvest, and when 
it would be most inconvenient for 
them to attend the convention. 
As 
the convention had been denied to 
the Pacific coast, he hoped that the 
committee would be able to consult 
tiie wishes of his people in the m atter 
of time. 
Thomas, of Colorado, and Senator 
Barbour, of Virginia, also spoke in 
opposition to the motion. 
On being put to a vote the motion 
prevailed, by a vote of 2(y to Iff. 
A motion by ex-Senator McDonald 
to change the date to Tuesday, June 
5th, was adopted. 
The chairm an was directed to ap­ 
point a committee of seven to make 
all necessary arrangem ents for hold­ 
ing tho convention, and have charge 
of tiie preparations and organization 
canvass until the m eeting of the con­ 
vention. The committee was not an ­ 
nounced.

For the Convention: 
The National Democratic Commit­ 
tee having m et a t the city of Wash­ 
ington on the 22d day of February, 
1888, has appointed Tuesday, the 5th 
day of June next, at noon, as the 
tim e, and chosen the city of St. Lonis 
as the place, for holding the National 
Democratic Convention. 
Each State 
is entitled to representation therein 
equal to double the num ber of its 
Senators and Representatives in the 
Congress of the United States, and 
each Territory and the District of Co­ 
lum bia is to have two delegates.

O t t a w a , February 23.—The Can­ 
adian Parliam ent was opened to-day 
by the Governor-General.

Have not only rendered necessary 
additional safeguards for life and 
property, b u t have 
given greater 
fluency to questi ins in which the 
interests of rival companies are found 
to he in conflict aud to require au­ 
thoritative adjustments. 
As further 
legislation appears to be needed for 
these purposes, a measure will lie 
submitted to you for the" consideration 
and improvement of the railway act. 
“ The government has availed itself 
of the opportunity afforded by the 
recess to consider numerous sugges­ 
tions which have been made for im ­

Tuscan, A T., February 23.—Two 
masked men mounted the west-bound 
express train at Stein’s Pass station 
last night, and after the train had 
started and was a mile and a half 
from the station the men craw led ovar 
the cab and throwing their guns down 
on th e engineer, com pelled him to 
stop the train.

How the New Charter will 
Provide for Them. 


t h e po w e r s of t h e bo ard. 


Chapters of Much Interest to 
Those Connected With Edu­ 
cational Hatters. 


The committee of the Board of Freehold- 
On appointed to draw up a auction of the 
charter for the government of the school 
department, has prepared the following, 
which haa been submitted to the Revising 
Committee: 
Section I. The government of the Sehool 
Department of the city shall be vested in a 
Board of Education, to comlst of five per­ 
sons to be called members of the Board of 
Education. They shall be elected by the 
vote of the city at large, and ah all hold 
Office for the term of four years, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified; 
provided, that the first Board of Education 
elected under the provisions of this article 
■hall, at their first meeting, so classify 
themselves by lot that two of iheir number 
■hall go out of office at the expiration of 
two years, and three at the expiration of 
lour yean. 
Bsc. 2. The Board of Education shall 
meet on the second Monday after their elec­ 
tion, and elect one of their number presi­ 
dent, and shall hold regular meetings at 
least once iu each month, and special meet­ 
ings at inch times as shall be determined 
hy a rule of said board. A majority of all 
the members shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business, but a smaller 
number may adjourn from time to timo. 
The hoard may determine the rules of its 
proceedings. Its sessions sball be public, 
and its records shall be open to publiu in­ 
spection. The board shall fill all vacancies 
oocurring in their body until the next reg­ 
ular municipal election, when, if the term 
be unexplrea, an c'ection shall be held to 
All snch vacancy for the unexpiied portion 
thereof. 
8sc. 3. The Board ol Education shall 
have sole power: 
1. To establish and maintain public 
schools, to change, consolidate, and discon­ 
tinue the same, and to establish school dis­ 
tricts, and to fix and alter the boundaries 
thereof. 
2. To employ, pav, and dismiss the 
8uperlntendeut of City Schools, Deputy 
Superintendent, teachers, janitors, and 
School Census Marshals, mechanics and 
laborers as may be necessary to carry Into 
effect the powers and duties of the Board, 
and to fix, alter, allow, and order paid their 
ealaries or compensation, and to withhold, 
lor good and sufficient cause, the whole or 
may part of the salary or wages of any per­ 
son or persons employed as uforessid. 
3. To make, establish and enforce all 
necessary and proper rules and regulations 
lor the government and progress of public 
schools, the teachers thereof and pupils 
therein, and for carrying into effect the 
laws relating to education; also to establish 
aad regulate the grade of schools and deter­ 
mine what text-books, course of studv and 
mode of instruction shall be used in said 
schools. 
4. To provide for the School Department 
fuel and lights, water, blanks, blank books, 
printing and stationery, aurt to incur such 
other incidental expenses as maybe deemed 
necessary by said Board. 
5. To build, alter, repair, rent and pro­ 
vide schoo'houses, aud to furnish them with 
proper school furniture, apparatus and ap­ 
pliances, and to insure auy and all such 
school property. 
6. To take and hold in fee, or otherwise 
in trust for the city, any and all real estate 
and personal property that may have been 
acquired, or may hereafter be acquired, for 
the use aud benefit < f the public schools of 
the city, and to sell or exchange and to 
lease any of such property; provided, that 
the proceeds of any such sale or exchange 
of real estate shall be exclusively applied 
to the puichase of other lots or the erection 
of school house;!. 
7. To grade, fence and improve all school 
lots, andln front thereof to grade, sewer, 
plank or pave and repair streets, aud to con­ 
struct and repair sidewalks. 
8. As Trustees of the City, to sue for any 
and all property belonging to or claimed by 
the said School Department, aud prosecute 
and defend all actious at law or in equity 
necessary to recover and maintain the full 
enjoyment and possession of said property, 
and to require the services of the City Attor­ 
ney free of charge in all such actious. 
9. To determine annually the amonnt of 
money required for the support of the pub­ 
lic schools, and for carrying into effect all 
the provisions of law in reference thereto; 
and, in pursuance of this provision, the 
Board shall, on or before the last Monday 
in August of each year, submit in 
writing to the City Council a care 
lul estimate of the whole amount of money 
to be received from the State and coun­ 
ty, and the amount required from the city 
lor the above purposes, and the City Coun­ 
cil shall In each year, after receiving such 
estimate, fix the percentage of taxes to be 
levied aud collected for school purposes; 
provided, that the amount to be thus levied 
lor school purposes shall not exceed------- 
cents on each one hundred dollars valua­ 
tion upon the assessment roll, but maybe 
increased to 
cents by the consent of 
two-thirds of the City Council, and that 
when collected it shall be immediately paid 
Into the School Fund, to be drawn ont only 
upon the order of the Board of Education. 
10. To establish regulations for the just 
and equal disbursement of all moneys 
belonging to the Public School Fund. 
11. To examine and allow, in whole or 
in part, every demand payable out of the 
school fund, or to reject any such demand 
for good cause. 
12. To discharge all legal incumbrances 
now existing, or which may hereafter ex­ 
ist, upon any school property. 
13. To prohibit any child under six 
years of age irom attending the public 
schools, 
14. In its die’etion to establish kinder­ 
garten schools for the instruction of chil­ 
dren between the ages of five and six years. 
15. To receive and manage property or 
money acquired by bequest or donation in 
trust for the benefit of any school, educa­ 
tional purpose, or school property. 
16. Aud generally to do aud perform 
such other acts as may be necessary and 
proper to carry into force and effect the 
powers conferred on said Board, and to in­ 
crease the efficiency of the public schools 
In said city. 
Sec. 4. The President of the Board of Ed­ 
ucation and School Superintendent shall 
have pow er to administer oaths and affirma­ 
tions concerning any demand upon the 
Treasury payable out of the School Fuad, or 
O ther matters relating to their official duties. 
8ec. 5. All contracts Jor building shall be 
given to the lowest bidder therefor, offeiing 
adequate security, to be determined by the 
Board after due public notice, published for 
not lesa than ten days 
the official news­ 
paper of the city. It shall be the duty of the 
Board to furnish all necessary supp ies for 
the public schools. All supplies, books, 
stationery, fuel, printing, goods, material, 
merchandise, repairing, aud every other ar­ 
ticle aud thing supplied to or done for the 
public schools, or any of them, when the 
expenditure to be Incurred on account of 
such matter may exceed one hund.cd dol­ 
lars, Bhall be done or furnished by contract 
lotto the lowest responsible bidder after like 
public advertisement; provided, that the 
Board of Education may reject auy or all 
bids under this section. 
Sec. 6. Any member of the Board of Ed­ 
ucation, officer, other person officially con­ 
nected with the8chool Department drawing 
• ¡*!»ry from the Board of Education, who, 
while so connected or drawing such salary, 
upon an Investigation by the Board of Edu 
cation, shall ho found tobe Interested either 
directly or indirectly in, or to have gained 
any advantage or benefit from any contract,

This m orning at 10 o'clock F rederick 
Anschlag, th e m urderer of Mr. and Mrs. 
H itchcock, at G arden Grove, will uppear for 
■entonce before Judge Chouey. 
A t th at 
tim e his attorney, Mr. Frederick McGregor, 
w ill m ove for a new trial upon an affidavit 
sim ilar to th at heretofore pub.ished in the 
H e r a ld , und setting forth th e opinion th at 
th ere should have been a continuance 
granted, in order to allow testim ony as to 
A n8chlag's sanity to be procured from Ger 
m any and o th er European countries. The 
affidavit will also allege th at th e ju ry was 
Influenced in rendering its verdict by the 
popular feeling expressed in th e street and 
in the c ,urt-room , when th e argum ent of the 
D istrict Attorney was applauded. 
There 
are other grounds upon wtdch the defense 
relics for a i ew trial, but the^e arc simply 
upon legal points. It is considered unlikely 
th a t the m otion for a new L ial will be 
g ranted, in w hich case an appeal will ho 
taken to the Suprem e Conrr. 
It will be rem em bered th at shortly after it 
was anuouceed th at a m a n nam ed Ju liu s 
Fuegh of th e C roustadt Colony near Bangor, 
B utte county, a neighbor of Anschtag, had 
disappeared, A cschlag adm itted 
that he 
knew som ething In relation to the $100 for 
w hich Fuegh w rote to the Germ an Savings 
an d Loan Society in San Francisco, ju st 
prior to his disappearahce. 
Y esterday A u­ 
nchi sg denied th at he ever saw th e $100 or 
th a t h .* ever knew anything about it. 
In 
denying .th is and in answ ering questions 
w hich were put to him he showed consider­ 
able excitem ent aud was very an x io u s to 
know w hether Fuegh had ever called at 
Moore’s Station for the money. 
Ho adm it­ 
ted th a t he knew w here Fuegh carried his 
m oney and said he always took it from an 
ordinary buckskin p urse. A t another tim e 
h e said ne had never been ou F uegh’s place 
before or after his disappearance and that 
w hen he left he supposed Fuegh was still 
th ere . 
lu reply to a question as to how ho em ­ 
ployed his tim e at Bangor, Anschlug said: 
f,I worked very hard on m y place to make 
it productive, and was as m uch iute usted 
in m y land as auy of the settlers there." 
A t^ u o th cr tim e he said th at Fuegh was 
very particu lar in liis habits, and always 
kept everything clean ubout the house. 
He 
had seen Fuegh go h u n tin g once and when 
he returned he had eleven or tw elve rabbits, 
w hich lie cleaned and skinned very deftly, 
lie was of th e opinion th at the story about 
him iu relation to Fuegh had been started 
bp a m an nam ed H enry Reyius, who did 
not like him , but for w hat reason lie did not 
know. He thought he was well liked by 
everybody in th at neighborhood, and he 
based this opinion on the fact th at lie was 
well . oceived w herever ho went. During 
• th e whole interview he was at tim es very 
m uch excited, and contradicted uoverul of 
h is form er statem ents. 
An exaraiuatiou of his note book and 
papers has been m ade, and some very 
p ertin en t 
facts 
have 
been 
gleaned 
therefrom . 
It 
w ill 
be 
rem em bered 
that it is alleged th at be received a fall 
neverul years since from a ladder and 6truck 
on his head, causing him to become insane, 
and to have exhibited such ex traordinary 
traits of character an to induce his parents 
to scud him aw ay from hom e. The papers 
found in his possession seem to disprove 
th is Btntement. Com m encing w ith the year 
1880 and covering the period euding with 
1886, th e year in w hich he left for Am erica, 
are recom m endations aud letters certifying 
th a t he was em ployed as an overseer of a 
farm by his uncle, and th at his abilities 
were extraordinary, his conduct excellent, 
aud his natu re energetic. It was during 
this period th at he was said to have received 
an in ju 'y w hich drove him insane. These 
recom m endations do not show th at he was 
oven peculiar, m uch lest insaue. The note­ 
book served as a m eans for tracing liis 
m ovem ents from th e tim e of his arriv al in 
the United States to the date of his arrival 
at Bangor in August last, aud thore his 
notes end, w ith one exception, the entry of 
an order upon a Arm in San Francisco for a 
publication, it is considered strange th at the 
notes should stop Just before th e disappear­ 
ance of Fuegh in Septem ber,and th at the only 
m eaus by w hich his m ovem ents can be 
traced un til th e m urder at Garden Grove 
are the letters aud bills fouud iu h is trunks. 
These establish nothing but his presence in 
certain places, but the discontinuance of hia 
notes d u ring the m onths in w hich Fuegh 
disappeared and Mr. an d Mrs. H ltcheock 
were 
m urdered 
is 
considered 
by the 
detectives and officers to be significant and 
to indicate th at he knows m oro than he is 
w illing to tell of th e disappearance of Fuegh. 
I t is expected th at th e Oonrt-roora w ill be 
as crowded as before when ho receives his 
sentence this m orning.

■weeping article in the New York 
Tribune, declaring that it surrenders 
privileges now held by us, that new 
exclusions are introduced, and that 
the necessities of our fishermen are 
juggled with. The Tribune, comment­ 
ing upon this pronunciamiento of Sen- 
afcor Frye says that his views upon 
the treaty will be considered para­ 
mount by his Republican colleagues in 
bl[ the Senate, and will therefore seal the 
fote of the treaty. If we are to take 
this decision as correct, then the Re­ 
publican party may be considered as 
arraigned against the ratification of 
p' the treaty. It is not too much to say 
&. that this attitude is thn outcome of

years ago, we found ourselves again 
confronted with the treaty of 1818, 
which was revived by the lapse of 
that of 1872-3. 
This is the history of the vexed 
fisheries question in a nutshell. The 
Administration was confronted with 
two alternatives—to smash the treaty 
of 1818 by a resort to war, or to toler­ 
ate the exasperating abuses that 
naturally grew out of it. The only 
other way out of this dilemma was to 
induce the British Government to 
submit the whole question to a new 
commission. 
This 1ms been done, 
and the treaty now before the Senate 
is the outcome. 
It only remains to show that the 
treaty under discussion secures to the 
people of the United States advan­ 
tages over that of 1818, which now 
controls all our rights in Canadian 
waters. We have seen that our fish 
ermen under that treaty have actually 
been excluded from immense sheets

The new treaty 
abandons the headland theory in its 
most offensive ban and gives us access 
to the bays by defining that the ma­ 
rine miles shall be measured seaward 
from low-water mark, and limits the 
measurement across bays, from head­ 
land to headland, to those bays that 
do not exceed ten miles across. This 
is certainly a great improvement 
upon the 
treaty of 
1818. 
But 
beyond this, the delimitation pro­ 
vision will 
finally determine ex­ 
actly the line of exclusion, so that 
there will be no doubt about the priv­ 
ileged fishing grounds. 
The lines 
will be run and placed upon the 
charts, so thát every fisherman will 
know exactly where ho has the right 
to fish. The treaty also lays the basis 
for legislation by which the Canadian 
harbors shall be opened to our fisher­ 
men to purchase bait, provisions, etc., 
to transport and trans-ship their catch 
and to procure crews for their vessels. 
The question for our people to con­ 
sider is not whether this treaty is all 
that we could desire; but whether it 
is not a great improvement upon that 
of 1818. We have seen that for several 
years that treaty has been the source 
of trouble and injury to American fish­ 
ermen ;

B ut of 
course you w ish to know w hat I th iu k in 
fiartlcular of your fru it industries. If th at 
s it I am fiee to say they are sim ply w or- 
derful. Our entire party have been exper­ 
iencing a series of lU iúrises ever since it 
enterca th e 8tate. 
We have constantly 
been saying w ith every possible assurance, 
‘This is th e b est;’ but we have found, ver­ 
ily, th e first to be last und the last first, aud 
I presum e, no m atter w here we m ight have 
started iu , we w ould have found it just the 
sam e. From w hat we have seen, a question 
as to the success of fru it growing in this 
State hus never for a m om ent been enter­ 
tained, b u t we have constantly been ask­ 
ing ourselves, ‘W hat will they do w ith their 
fruit?’ It appears to m e, too, th a t in the 
face of th e im m ense possibilities in h o rti­ 
cu ltu re in this State, and th e rapidity with 
w hich it Is being densely populated and 
extensively plantea in orciiaras and v in e­ 
yards, th at It is a question the fru it grow er 
should be early in considering. I have 
h eard it said th at C alifornia was capable of 
►upplying tho U nited States w ith fruit, 
and I find 
th at 
th ere ' is 
a 
foun­ 
dation 
for 
tho assertion. 
I 
find 
however, th at even now thousands of tons 
of both| peaches, prunes, grapes, and espe­ 
cially figs, are allowed to decay und er the 
trees. 
I have noticed that wherever can­ 
neries and evaporating establishm ents have 
been erected, they have been successfully 
and profitably operated, and why there are 
not m ore of them I am unable to und er­ 
stand. I certainly th in k th ere could be no 
better Investm ent in this country than in 
an establishm ent of th at kind. Tomatoes, I 
am told, ripen here from the 1st of June 
u u til the 1st of Jan u ary , and yet they are 
not extensively grown, for the reason, as I 
believe, th at there are no canneries, or very 
few. In KanBus we find it profitable to can 
tm natoas, w here th e m ouths In w hich they 
can be produced are lim ited to about three. 
In lMverelde I notice th e grouud in the 
orange groves Is yellow w ith w iudfall fruit, 
w hich could all be utilized a t a can ­ 
n ery and m ade into th e m ost delicious 
and wholesome jellies an d m arm alades, but 
I am told th at nothing is done w ith this 
fru it. I understand th at tons upon tons of 
fruit In deciduous orchards go to waste in 
th e sam e m anner, when w ith proper facili­ 
ties it m ig h t all be saved w hile yet pure. 
B ut all th is is nothing, from w hat I u nder­ 
stand, com pared with th e fru it th at is lost 
w hich is m arketable and in every way first- 
class. People here generally ad m it th at 
they have outgrow n them selves, both In 
th e cities and country, but I th iu k in 
nothing are they so m uch outgrown ss in 
th e fru it industry. There are m illions in it, 
but undoubtedly every th in g should advance 
together. As It is now. 1 consider th e lack 
of laige canning factories aud evaporators 
th e th in g s th a t m ost retard s th a t great 
industry.

The doors aud windows m ust be barred and 
locked, as in the East; th e country is full of 
tram ps; it it dangerous for a m an to be out 
nights: the jail is full of pettyflarceay 
thieves.

She was 
robbed on th e cars, aud did not have a dol­ 
lar when she got to Los Ange’es. Then, 
again, there are uum hers com ing here who 
are dissatisfied w ith our laws. It ia horrify­ 
ing for them to see people enjoying them ­ 
selves on Sunday. Now, I contend that 
C alifornia has tne best C onstitution to pre­ 
serve th e liberties of the people of any State 
of the Union. We have civil and religious 
llbe-ty 
in 
every sense of 
th e word, 
and it behooves us to w atch and sec th ere Is 
little tinkering w ith it. Let us have one 
State in the Union w here m en of a liberal 
natu re can rest and enjoy life an molested 
I know there are vast num bers com ing here 
w ho are satisfied and do enjoy our freedom 
from sum ptuary aud P uritanical laws. To 
all such we say welcome. Those who w ant 
{ 
•rohibitory laws like they have in Kansas, 
owa and Maiue w ill n o t find C alifornia to 
su it them .

In Borne there is an alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid fluid, but o fto n crau offen­ 
sive, purulem or m uco-purulcnt, greenish - ellow m atter is secreted, w hi h accum ulates 
in the nostrils or drops in to the throat, necessitating its freq u en t removal by blowing 
th e nose or expect ration, and often by botn processes. Sometí hub patients feel as 
though th eir whole head was in a slate of rottenness, so great is th e am ount of u.atter 
discharged and so foetid is its odor. 1 he p atien t is greatly annoyed by th e constant drop­ 
ping into th e th ro a t of th e m orbid m atter from th » 'head, a n d a s a lecnm bcnt position 
naturally favors th e flow dow nw ard, bis rest is frequently disturbed from th is cause. 
Mauy sufi'erers are obliged to lie with the head very m uch elevated in order to sleep with 
tom e degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e soft 
palate, iu th e passage between the throat, and h ead , adhering to lie parts w ith gluish 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creates a s-'nsatiou of irritation and 
uneasiness in th e affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant and alm ost irresistible 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing tho roui u s into the throat so as to reject it by 
tb e m outh. Thta practice, popularly know n as "h aw k in g ," is « hsracU rlstic ol C atarrh, 
and proves ns em barrassing t- the one affected, as It is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens aud deposits itself on th e m em brane in th e 
shape of dry. h ard concrctiouB, which are discharged by th e way of th e nostrils or th ro at 
in lum ps or fragm enta of a deep green tin t. In i.ome cases these incrustations accum u­ 
late to such au ex ten t ns to form a regular plug in th e nose, w hich obstructs b reath in g 
and produces serious discom fort. So firmly do these incrustations adhere to th e point 
of attachm ent th at their rem oval usually requires th e most violent efforts nnd not un- 
frequently they have to be torn from th e m em brane. Occasionally a solid casi of nota­ 
ble size is expelled on w hich there are generally traces of blood, b u t in some cases the 
cast presents a tubular appearance, being of ex act shape of th e n asal cavity. 
This con­ 
dition is iudicative of ulceration, w hich. in tim e , m ay destroy th e bony stru c tu r of th e 
□oae aud produce a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
CaBcs are occasionally m et with in w hich u thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m em bram e of the nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to u stench which Is 
really overpow ering, and sufficiently fethl to poison th e atm osphere of a w hole room, 
and there are others In w hich all secretions of the m em brane are suspended, causing au 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, and feverishuess in the head aud nose—a condition 
popularly kuown as "D ry C atarrh.” 
The disease speedily extends to the air eavities of th e boues of tb e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation of h eav y w eig h t or com pression over the 
forehead, especially in th e regiou above and betw een th e eyes, and to a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, h eat, irritatio n , soreness o r pain iu th e nostrils near the root of th e nose, as vyell r~ 
in the upp er part of the throat, above, an d behind the soft palitte.

There 
is also a sense of Irritation In the th ro at, aud freq u en t attem pts to clear th e parts of 
phlegm , producing th e sound "h em ” m ore or less forcibly. In som e cases p atien ts com 
plain of an uncom fortable feeling of fullness, or a choky sem atlon in th e th ro at, an d In 
others of a distrefcslng and alm ost constant dryness, for the tem p o rarj relief o f which 
they have to swallow frequently 
O thers again 6peak of a constant baa or nauseous taste 
In the m onth and throat. 
The stom ach generally suffers m ore or leBs an d becom es weak and irritable; th e appe­ 
tite is capricious an d nearly always bad in th e m orning. The patien t 1b languid, unable 
to perform m ental or physical labor w ith th e usual facility. Is nervous, depressed In 
spirits, at tim es, fearful, tim id, agitated, and Inclined to drow siness and sleep; th e m em ­ 
ory w eakened, an d perm anent im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon becom es m orbidly sensitive to u n favorable influences, 
and, in spite of th e utm ost care, becomes affected from the slightest causes, so th a t at last 
a breath of w ind upon th e lin in g of th e nose or throat becom es productive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serlouB disturbances of th e respiratory organs. Tnus th e p atien t is subject 
to frequent a d repeated colds, each attack aggravating th e disease by giving it a new
